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CHANGES IN IMPORT AND EXPORT PRICES IN 1951 


NDEX NUMBERS of import and export prices for January 1952, 
bead with revised index numbers for each month of 1951, are 
given in the accompanying tables. The index numbers for both 
import and export prices in January are 17 per cent. higher than in 
January last year but there were widely divergent movements for 


import and export prices during the intervening months. The 
export price index showed an almost steady increase during 1951 
until August, then rose very slowly until the end of the year ; this 
was followed by a small reduction in January. The import index, 
influenced mainly by large movements in materials prices during 
the year, increased much more rapidly in the early months of 
1951—the June index was 17 points (19 per cent.) higher than that 
for January—then fell by + points between July and October, since 
when there has been a further small increase. 


Terms of Trade 


The terms of trade as measured by the ratio of these two index 
numbers thus showed a rapid deterioration in the early months 
of last year followed by an improvement between June and October ; 
with a small adverse movement in the last two months, the January 
ratio was the same as that in January 1951. 

Imports of food, drink and tobacco showed much smaller price 
changes during 1951 than those for the other two main classes of 
imports. The trend of prices during the year for foodstuffs is 
somewhat obscured by the effect on the index of seasonal price 
changes, mainly for fresh fruit and vegetables, and the effect of 
purely seasonal movements can be only roughly estimated ; without 
them the index for food, drink and tobacco would probably have 
increased from 94 in January 1951 to about 102 in July, risen by a 
further 2 points in October and then remained at 104 until January. 
This represents an increase of only 11 per cent. over the whole 
year 1951, most of it occurring in the first half of the year. Higher 


prices for grain and flour, bacon, dairy produce and sugar have all 
contributed to this increase. 


Prices of Materials 


For raw materials imports, the increase in commodity prices which 
followed the outbreak of war in Korea continued to affect the index 
in the first half of last year. By January 1951 import prices for this 
class had already increased by more than a third over the level ruling 
in July 1950 and the index numbers show a further increase of 26 per 
cent. from January to the peak figure of 108 in May. ‘The index 
then fell back by 12 points (11 per cent.) to only 96 in October, 
before rising again to 100 in January 1952. 

A large part of these movements in the index during 1951 is 
attributable to changes in the price of wool. Higher prices for arrivals 
of wool, which reached their peak in May, accounted for about a 
third of the increase between January and May and the subsequent 
fall in wool prices (to less than 40 per cent. of their peak) was large 
enough to account for all the reduction in the index between May 
and October. Rubber, cotton and hides and skins also showed 
an increase followed by a reduction in price over the same period, 
but these were on a smaller scale, while prices of timber and of 
wood pulp continued to increase steadily over the whole period 
January-October. Almost all commodities have contributed to the 
increase in the index at the end of the year. 


Prices of imports of manufactured goods—which are largely semi- 
finished materials, not finished goods—had also shown a marked 
upward movement in the second half of 1950, although the increase 
between July 1950 and January 1951 was less than half of that for 
raw materials prices. There was a further increase of 20 per cent. 
in the manufactured goods index between January and June of 
last year ; most commodities showed some rise in price over this 
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period, but paper and board and textile yarns and manufactures alone 
accounted for more than half of the increase. 

In the second half year tin and leather were the only commodities 
in this class which showed any reduction in price so that, unlike the 
raw materials index, the index for manufactured goods continued 
to increase, though at a much slower rate than in the first half of the 
year. Only in January 1952 did the index begin to show a small 
downward movement and it then showed a much larger increase 
(27 per cent.) compared with a year ago than did the index for raw 
materials, which was 16 per cent. higher than in January 1951. 


Export Prices 


Although prices of non-ferrous metals and of textiles exports had 
already begun to increase towards the end of 1950, the rise in prices of 
imported materials did not have a very marked effect on prices of 
total exports until the beginning of 1951. From January 1951, how- 
ever, export prices continued to increase until November and, 
although textile prices started to fall after September, it was not until 
January 1952 that the index for total exports showed any reduction. 

The price index for metals and engineering products showed a 
fairly steady increase from 92 in January to 107 in November, and has 
since remained at that level ; this represents an increase of 16 per 
cent. over the last year. Prices of vehicles and of machinery (the two

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largest groups in this category and those which rising import prices 
were unlikely to affect quickly) increased at a rather slower rate, averag- 
ing about 1 per cent. per month over the whole period, but the 
increase for iron and steel and manufactures has been as much as 2 per 
cent.a month. For non-ferrous metals the fall in export prices of tin 
after April had the effect of reducing the rate of increase in the second 
half of 1951 and the increase in January compared with a year ago for 
this group was rather less than that shown by the index for metals and 
engineering products as a whole. 

Prices of textiles exports during 1951, particularly those of wool 
were very clearly influenced by changes in prices of imported materials; 
the index for textiles as a whole increased by 27 per cent. from the 
January figure of 85 to a peak of 108 in September, and has since 
fallen by 5 points to 103 in January 1952. All groups of textiles 
exports shared in the increase between January and September, but, 
until January 1952, when all groups showed some signs of a reduction, 
woollen and worsted goods were the only group for which prices were 
actually falling. 

In the wool group prices of tops, which were already increasing in 
the second half of 1950, rose very rapidly to a peak in July 1951 
which was more than double the level of a year earlier ; since then 
they have fallen by about a third. Prices of yarns showed a similar, 
but less violent, movement over the same period. For piece-goods 
the peak price was not reached until October when it was roughly a 
half above the level in the corresponding month of 1950 and even by 
January 1952 export prices were only slightly below this peak. The 
upward movement in export prices of cotton textiles continued until 
December, but there was a small reduction in January in which 
month prices were about 25 per cent. higher than a year ago. Prices 
of artificial silk have shown a smaller increase over the last year—the 
January level was only about 16 per cent. higher than at the beginning 
of 1951. 

The price index for exports of other manufactures continued to 
increase until the end of 1951 and the decline of one point in the 
index in January was the result of only a fractional movement. 
groups of exports in this category contributed to the increase of 23 per 
cent. between January 1951 and January 1952. One of the largest 
increases over the last year has been in prices of paper, board, etc., 
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which in January 1952 was nearly a half higher than a year earlier. 
Prices in the three largest groups in this category—chemicals, etc., 
pottery, glass, abrasives, etc., and miscellaneous manufactures, 
have all shown an increase averaging about a fifth over the year Janu- 
ary 1951 to January 1952.

Note on the New Series 


The new series of index numbers of import and export prices are 
based on 1951 = 100 and are weighted according to the pattern of 
trade in the year 1951. They are designed to measure the change in 
price from month to month of a fixed representative collection of 
imports and exports ; the prices used in compiling the index numbers 
are the values per unit calculated from the value and quantity figures 
in the monthly Trade Accounts. A more detailed note on the method 
of construction and use of these index numbers was included in the 
article “ Import and Export Prices and the Terms of Trade ” in the 
Board of Trade Journal on August 4, 1951. 

The new series show the same general movements during 1951 as did 
the series they replace, those weighted according to the pattern of trade 
in the year 1950 and based on 1950 = 100. Only in one case—the index 
numbers for raw materials imports—does the changed weightng 
result in a significant difference in movement between the two 
series during the year 1951. Imports of wool formed a much smutler 
proportion of total imports of raw materials in 1951 than in 1950, 
while the relative importance of imports of timber and wood pulp 
was very much increased, and these changes are reflected in differences 
in weighting between the two series. The new 1951-weighted index 
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for raw materials imports rises rather less rapidly than did the old 
in the early months of 1951, and shows a much less marked fall 
between June and October ; by December it ts significantly higher 
compared with January 1951 than was the old index. The old and 
new series of index numbers for imports of food, drink and tobacco 
and manufactured goods show almost identical movements, but the 
effect of the divergences for raw materials on the index for total imports 
is to make the January—-December increase in price shown by the new 
series 16 per cent. compared with an increase of 13 per cent. shown 
by the old series. 


Business Equipment Section at B.LF. 


BUYERS visiting the biggest-ever display of business machinery 

and equipment at the Olympia, London, section of the 1952 British 
Industries Fair, to be held May 5 to 16, will be able to dictate their 
letters, have correspondence typed and dispatched and cables trans- 
lated free. 

The free secretarial service will make use of many new inventions 
to be exhibited by the office equipment industry. In this way it will 
not only establish friendly relations between buyers and manufac- 
turers, but will provide a means of demonstrating the usefulness of 
the new equipment. 

Organized in co-operation with the Fair authorities by the Office 
Appliance and Business Equipment Trades Association, this year’s 
display at B.I.F. introduces over 60 firms representing an indust 
which in 1951 sent nearly £12,000,000 of equipment to ym ad 
markets, over and above a total of £28,000,000 supplied to the home 
market. The display will occupy 27,000 square feet of stand space 
on the Empire Hall ground floor. 

The Association states that literally everything will be on show 
which will bring the modern office organization up-to-date. One 
section will carry the latest adding and analysis machines, bank 
equipment, calculators, invoice attachments for typewriters machine 
posting equipment, photo recording devices and punched card 
systems. Another section will be devoted to furniture and safes 
and steel partitioning. New electronic recording devices, internal 
telephones, sound distribution and amplification equipment will have 
its own group, while another section will comprise office printin 
machinery, duplicators and franking machines. ” 

Being shown for the first time by a London firm is a machine 
which counts bank-notes at the rate of 50,000 an hour. It will also 
endorse the notes at the same time if required. The first machine of 
this type was only installed this month in an Oxford Street, London 
bank and its first job was to count £2,000,000 in £1 motes The 
machine performed without a hitch, and at the end of the operation 
it presented the tellers with @ separate little pile of damaged notes 
it had extracted during the count. 

In the accountancy section will be a calculator fitted with an 
automatic transfer device for re-setting figures from the product dials 
to the figure table. This feature makes the machine invaluable for 
calculations involving continuous multiplication, chain discounts 
calculating interest and annuities, and solving involved engineering 
problems. " 

For archivists who lack storage space for files there is a new micro- 
film equipment which records both sides of a document simultaneous] 
handles 400 documents in one minute, and compresses the lot on t 
100 ft. roll of sub-standard cinema film. ve 

A new magnetic tape-recorder is designed for modern business 
conferences. The recorder does all the work in half-hour runs and 
rings a warning bell when it needs reloading, an operation that takes 
only a few seconds 

Secretarial staff are also catered for in a new range of desks which 
have storage space for the typewriter. A gentle pull at a shelf in one 
of the pedestals is enough to cause tray and machine to surface and 
lock into position for immediate use. A light portable typewriter. 
weighing only 8} Ibs., is aimed to please the secretary who has a lot 
of travelling to do, and a useful device allows jammed typebars to be 
quickly separated without getting the fingers blacked with ribbon ink 

For executives obliged by post-war conditions to operate from old 
buildings there is a new type of desk which has screw leg-pegs that 
may be raised or lowered to keep the desk level on uneven floors 
This is only one of its novel features. ‘ 

Statisticians and economists will find special interest in a key-driven 
adding and calculating machine. First produced in Scotland in 1950 
this machine has been so successfully received in the United States

Increases in Maximum Prices for 


Some Cottons and Threads 


VM AXIMUM PRICES of some types if domestic sewing cottons 
‘""and handicraft threads will be increased under a new Board of 
Trade Order which comes into force on March 3, 1952. The prices 
of these articles remained unchanged when the Order was last revised 
on September 24, 1951, and increases have now been requested by the 
manufacturers because of higher costs. The increases have been 
permitted by the Board of Trade after careful investigation and in 
consultation with the Central Price Regulation Committee. 

The recent revocation of the Prices of Goods (Price Regulated Goods) 
Orders, which removed from the scope of the Prices of Goods Act, 
1939, those sewing cottons and threads which were previously con- 
trolled under it, does not in any way affect the introduction of new 
prices under the present Order, which is made under the Goods and 
Services (Price Control) Act, 1941 

The Order is the Sewing Cottons and ‘Threads (Maximum Prices) 
Order, 1952 (S.1. 1952 No. 367, price 3d., by post 4$d.). It replaces 
the Sewing Cottons and Threads (Maximum Prices) (No. 3) Order, 
1951.

Maximum Prices of Iron and 
Steel Increased 


THE Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, has made Orders, 
which came into effect on February 27, increasing the controlled 
maximum prices of iron and steel 

The increases are due partly to the rising costs and greater volume 
of imported steel and raw materials and partly to higher costs at home 
(wages, transport, coal, coke, fuel, oil, scrap, etc.) 

The Government have decided to maintain the policy adopted by 
the previous Government of averaging the prices of imported and 
home-produced steel 

While the Iron and Steel Corporation adhere to the view which they 
expressed to the late Government that the extra cost of imported 
finished steel should be borne by an exchequer subsidy and should not 
be included in home prices, they agreed that the additional costs of 
other imported materials should, like increased home costs, properly 
be charged against the prices of steel produced in this country 

The full increase in costs is not, however, reflected in the new 
prices now announced, the Minister having decided, in agreement with 
the Iron and Steel Corporation and the Iron and Steel Federation that 
a proportion of the extra cost should be met out of the profits of the 
industry

Asked at what price he had sold tin to the United States authorities, 
and what profit or loss this represented on the basis of the latest market 
prices, Mr. Hopkinson replied, on behalf of the Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, that under the recent agreement the United 
States authorities would pay £944 a ton f.o.b. for Straits tin or its 
equivalent. Her Majesty's Government had the option to deliver 
up to 5,000 tons of the total of 20,000 in other qualities, for which 
the price would be £936 a ton f.o.b. The latest market quotations 
were £978 settlement price for cash tin in London and £958 in Singa- 
pore. Since the price varied from day to day, and since it was impos- 
sible to say at present in what proportions the different brands of tin 
would actually be delivered or on what market they would be bought, 
the calculation asked for by the questioner could not be made. 


Exports of Motor Vehicles 


Asked what advice the Motor Advisory Council had tendered to 
him about the prospects of selling a substantial number of additional 
vehicles abroad this year, particularly in countries outside the sterling 
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area, the Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, replied that the 
National Advisory Council had expressed the confidence of the indus- 
try in its ability to maintain a high level of exports. No figures had 
been mentioned. It was, however, generally recognized that market 
conditions abroad were becoming difficult. 


Output and Allocation of Steel 


Mr. Sandys was asked what steps he was taking to improve the 
output of steel. He replied that the expansion of the output of steel 
depended primarily on obtaining increased supplies of raw materials 
The procurement of materials was the task of the steel industry 
However, the Ministry of Supply maintained very close touch with 
the industry in this important matter and he was satisfied that every 
effort was being made to improve the position 

Another questioner asked what percentage of last year’s allocation 
of steel to the motor industry he expected to make available to it in 
the course of 1952. Mr. Sandys replied that only sheet steel was 
allocated last year. The figures did not therefore provide any basis 
for comparison with 1952 when all types of steel had been brought 
within the allocation scheme 

Mr. Sandys added that allocations of steel for the second quarter 
had now been issued to bicycle manufacturers. The allocation to the 
industry as a whole was much larger than that for the first quarter 

He said that the allocation of steel for the production of spares 
for cars and commercial vehicles had been increased for the second 
quarter of this year 


Homatite Pig Iron 


On the setting up of a priority scheme for the allocation of homatite 
pig iron, Mr. Sandys said he was considering a separate allocation 
scheme for homatite pig iron 
Supplies of Tinplate 

Mr. Sandys was asked what were the reasons for his department's 
estimate of February 1951, that tinplate supplies for the current year 
were expected to be 950,000 tons, whereas now it was anticipated 
that there would be little more than 750,000 tons ; and when he 
expected the production of substantially over 1,000,000 tons per 
annum, promised for 1953, would now be achieved. 

He replied that he understood that the estimate was based on the 
expectation that the new tinplate plant at Trostre would be completed 
before the end of 1951. It was unlikely to be completed before the 
second half of this year. No firm estimate of tinplate production for 
1952 could be given, nor was it possible to say when a total production 
of one million tons a year would be reached. This depended not only 
on the completion of the ‘Trostre plant, but also on the extent to which 
raw materials could be made available.

Imports of Chinese Origin 


The President was asked what commodities of Chinese origin, 
showing total values, had been imported from European countries 
now under the domination of the Soviet Union, indicating each 
country separately ; whether he was aware that these countries sent 
China supplies of strategic materials which, in agreement with the 
United States and other members of the United Nations we did not 
export to China ; and if he would consult with other friendly govern- 
ments with a view to ensuring that the objects of British trade policy 
with China were not short-circuited in this way. 

Mr. Hopkinson replied that he was aware that we had imported 
from Czechoslovakia and Poland such goods as bristles and soya 
beans, some of which might have come from China. The Trade and 
Navigation Accounts did not, however, show which goods consigned 
to the United Kingdom from other countries were of Chinese origin, 
and he was not able, therefore, to furnish the questioner with definite 
information. It might be the case that European countries under

Russian domination exported strategic goods to China, but he did 
not see how we could expect to defeat that policy by refusing to 
allow the import of materials, which we needed, on the ground that

Colouring and Marking of Wooden Pattern Equipment for

British Standard 467 : 1952 provides a simpler colour system than

The Board's prejiminary exercise in the early part of 1951, however, 
had done little more than expose the hard core of the problem and 
during the latter part of the year the Board’s enquiries took the form 
of quasi-judicial ** oral hearings "’ held after due notice to interested 
persons or organisations to submit written objections to the main- 
tenance or removal of import licensing restrictions. As the Board’s 
programme of “‘ oral hearings "’ is almost complete, a detailed account 
of the procedure would be of no practical use to United Kingdom 
exporters. Both opponents and supporters of the import controls 
agree, however, that the hearings have elicited fairly full information 
about the relative quality, price, adequacy of supply, and range of 
types and models of local and overseas manufacture. 

As the “ oral hearings ’’ have in the main concerned the products 
of the older-established New Zealand industries, the hearings have 
not so far produced any startling removals or relaxations of import 
controls. Indeed, some manufacturing and trade associations have 
received information that on 59 items the New Zealand Board will 
not consider the removal of import controls until a formal enquiry 
can be made (probably in the second half of 1952) to ascertain an 
adequate level of Tariff protection for the industries concerned. 
These include the manufacture of footwear, men’s shirts, certain 
types of preserves and canned foodstuffs, and some papers and boards. 

Detailed information about the relaxation of import controls has 
been published in the Board of Trade Journal as decisions were 
announced. Generally, however, the last 18 months have seen the 
elimination of quantitative restrictions on imports of goods of a kind 
not manufactured at all in New Zealand or not manufactured in a 
volume to meet the requirements of a substantial portion of the 
market. Restrictions have also been removed on imports of goods 
competing with the products of the older established industries which 
are confident of holding their existing share of the market without 
protection other than that afforded under the existing Tariff ; such 
industries include the woollen mills (though not their ‘‘ making-up ”’ 
departments), the tobacco, brewing, match and furniture industries. 
The present indications are that most of the remaining industries 
still protected by import licensing controls will continue to enjoy 
that protection until the existing Tariff, which is represented by local 
manufacturing interests as being entirely out of date, can be modified 
to provide “ reasonable "’ protection. 

Since 1950 the New Zealand import licensing system has not 
contained any discrimination in favour of the United Kingdom 
vis-a-vis other soft currency countries outside the Iron Curtain. 
Severe competition from soft currency countries might, therefore, 
have been expected to follow the relaxation of import controls des- 
cribed. The New Zealand Exchange Control statistics indicate, 
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however, that for the year ended June 30, 1951, there was no signi- 
ficant increase of competition from the European Continental coun- 
tries or Japan. 

In the textile market, shipping difficulties in early part of the year 
and the general recession later tempered the force of foreign competi- 
tion. The decline in the price of raw wool has also rendered un- 
attractive Continental “‘ imitation woo] ’’ rayons which earlier seemed 
likely to be very successful. Generally, the representatives of United 
Kingdom textile interests await the return of more normal conditions 
with confidence. 


The Continental manufacturers of artificers’ tools generally have 
made so little impression on the market that licences have been 
issued for imports from North America. Some Swedish saws have, 
however, been very successful. Germany has also re-entered the 
market for mechanics’ tools with very competitively priced wrench 
and spanner sets. In the cutlery trades, German scissors have sold 
well in limited quantities. 


United Kingdom manufacturers maintain their commanding 
position in the market for medium-weight agricultural wheel tractors, 
though distributors of some makes for the first tume now have machines 
in stock. For similar tractors of the tracklaying type, however, there 
is a large unsatisfied demand. One United Kingdom manufacturer, 
after considerable ‘‘ spade-work,” has broken into the market for 
industrial wheel tractors which the ports and the rapidly developing 
timber and pulp industries require in volume. The prospects for 
the handling equipment more recently developed in the United 
Kingdom (very heavy fork-lift trucks, heavy industrial track-laying 
tractors and straddle timber carriers) are also good, provided adequate 
time and money are spent on preliminary demonstration. 


The strongest impact of competition from the soft currency countries 
generally is on the market for durable or semi-luxury consumer 
goods. The market for domestic sewing machines, for example, is 
rather overstocked, with German, Swiss, Italian and Czech models 
in good supply. The market for fancy goods, watches and clocks, 
though not carrying such heavy stocks, is equally competitive. 


Extensive Development Plans 


It is, however, in the sphere covered by the New Zealand Govern- 
ment’s extensive development plans that United Kingdom exporters 
(of both “ visibles’’ and “ invisibles’’) have the most difficult 
competition to meet. Until 1950 major public works were designed 
and executed either Departmentally or through local contractors. 
For some years, therefore, consulting and constructional engineers 
in Britain have had little reason to pay very close attention to the 
New Zealand market. The increasingly severe shortage of labour 
and of technicians in New Zealand, however, has led to successive 
modifications of the policy obtaining until 1950. 


In 1951, for example, two important contracts for constructional 
projects (the Rimutaka railway tunnel costing £2,295,000 and the 
Auckland Import Wharf costing £1,836,000) were placed overseas, 
though the successful tenderers in each case worked in association 
with a local firm. A second development has been the employment 
by the New Zealand Government of overseas firms of designers for 
the plans for the new hydro-electric stations—the most urgent and 
most costly of the items in the New Zealand development programme. 
Thirdly, the New Zealand Government is exploring the possibility 
of arranging with overseas contractors for the construction, as well 
as the design, of hydro-electric stations. Competition in the supply 
of heavy generating equipment has increased in severity recently 
and future orders will doubtless tend to be placed in countries which 
gain the connected contracts for construction. 


A most important point is that the New Zealand authorities have 
a decided preference for a contractor who will provide, in addition 
to supervisory and technical staff, any unskilled labour and tradesmen 
required. This preference was made very clear in a recent call for 
tenders for the supply and erection of pre-fabricated houses. United 
Kingdom contractors, unlike their Continental competitors, doubtless 
find it difficult to meet a condition requiring the supply of labour 
for the erection of buildings. ‘The potential market in New Zealand 
for pre-fabricated houses is extremely valuable, however, and the 
competition severe. The New Zealand authorities, moreover, 
would welcome the employment of United Kingdom contractors as 
this would involve to some extent in present circumstances the 
“importing” of British labour and suit the requirements of the 
New Zealand immigration policy.

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Sweden and Australia 


MAJESTY’S Ambassador at Stockholm has reported that 

according to an official communique issued by the Swedish 
Ministry for Foren Affairs a Trade Agreement between Sweden 
and Australia covering the period January 1, 1952 to December 31, 
1952, has recently been concluded in Canberra. 

According to the Agreement both countries undertake to meet as 
far as possible each others requirements of essential materials. 
Swedish exports to Australia in 1952 will, as before, consist mainly 
of forestry products, particularly sawn and planed timber, box boards, 
wall board, pulp paper and cardboard and prefabricated houses. 
Imports from Australia will include 6,000 tons of wool corresponding 
to about two-thirds of total Swedish umports during the year. Other 
imports will include wheat, maize, oats, copra, apples and pears, 
dried fruit, metals (including 2,000 tons of lead) and chemicals.

France and the Netherlands 


THE FRENCH Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de I’ Industrie of 
January 17, 1952, published the text of the new Trade Agreement 
between France and the Netherlands signed in Paris on January 8, 
1952.

Netherlands exports to France will include fresh fish, seed potatoes, 
cereals for sowing, coke, paints and varnishes, pig iron, steam engines, 
turbines, compressors, pumps, engines, machinery for the food indus- 
try, magnesium flash lamps, radio receivers, radiology and electric 
medical equipment and electro-thermic and electro-domestic appara- 
tus 

Netherlands exports to French overseas territories will include 
condensed milk, cheese, butter, beer, canned meat and pork, paints, 
enamels and varnishes, electrical equipment, wireless sets, printed 
cotton fabrics, motor vehicles, hoisting and handling equipment and 
paper and cardboard

Finland and the U.S.S.R. 


PROTOCOL regulating Fenno-Russian trade during 1952 and 

based on the long term trade agreement between the two countries 
for the period 1951-1955, was signed in Moscow on December 21, 
1951. 

Finnish exports to Russix under this agreement will include ships 
and ship’s equipment, power plant machinery and equipment, wood 
processing machinery and equipment, hoisting and conveying 
equipment, pumps and fittings, certain raw materials, wood and wood 
and paper products. Russian exports to Finland will include wheat, 
rye, petrol and petroleum products, apatite concentrates, motor 
vehicles and industrial machinery and apparatus. 


Italy and Sweden 


HE MAJESTY ’S representative in Rome reports that an exchange 

of notes was concluded in Rome on January 8, 1952, giving effect 
to a Protocol drawn up by the Italo-Swedish Mixed Commission 
covering trade from November 1, 1951-—October 31, 1952. The lists 
annexed to the Protocol of goods to be exchanged replace those of the 
Protocol of the Mixed Commission dated December 2, 1950. Italian 
exports to Sweden will include fresh fruit, tyres for cars and motor- 
cycles, hemp and hemp tow, miscellaneous machinery and vehicles. 
In the case of Swedish exports to Italy, quotas have been established 
for goods not included in the current Italian liberalization measures 
and which are still subject to Ministerial licensing, i.e., printing 
machinery, chemicals, pharmaceutical raw materials, machinery and 
equipment. 


Switzerland and Austria 


A PROTOCOL covering trade between Switzerland and Austria 
was signed in Vienna on February 7, 1952. A list of quotas for Swiss 
exports to Austria, differing little from the previous one, was drawn 
up for the new contractual year. It includes machinery, instruments 
and apparatus, dyes, chemical and pharmaceutical products, textiles, 
as well as agricultural products. 

As regards Austrian exports to Switzerland, the two countries have 
again decided not to set up a special list of quotas, provided that a 
restriction of imports from Austria is not envisaged.

‘Importing agents in Canada, Commonwealth and foreign manufac- 
turers or packers, shall forward six copies of every label or marking to the 
Veterinary Director-General for approval before importation and, if 
required, shall also furnish a statement showing the ingredients and method 
of manufacture of the product on which such label This 
requirement applies also to label reprints 

** Responsibility for this rests with the importing agent but at his sugges- 
tion the labels may be submitted by the foreign manufacturer or packer 

* Samples of all such products shall be furnished upon request, for casual 
or laboratory examination.”

Import licence applications made under the terms of the present announce- 
ment must be submitted on the usual form and lodged with the Office des 
Changes (3° sous-direction), 8 rue de la Tour-des-Dames, Paris (9) not 
later than March 6, 1952. Licences issued under the terms of the present 
notice will be valid for three months (instead of the normal six months) 
starting from the date of issue by the Office des Changes 

Prior transfers authorizations (authorisations de transferts prealables) 
which were issued before February 19 for goods made subject to import 
licensing control on that date will be regarded as prior authorizations 
(authorisations prealables) and all the formalities and conditions relating 
to prior authorizations must be fulfilled including those relating to applica- 
tions for import licences (The prior authorizations system is designed to 
facilitate imports of goods the production or delivery periods of which are 
longer than the validity-period of an import licence A prior authorization 
gives the importer the right to make payments on account to his foreign 
supplier and ensures that an import licence will be issued at a later date 
The prior transfers authorization system is similar but applies only to goods 
which are eligible to be imported free of licence under the import certificate 
procedure.)

THE ATTENTION of United Kingdom exporters shipping to 
Costa Rica is directed to a new Costa Rican ruling concerning straw 
pac king 

As a precautionary measure against the possibility of foot and mouth 
disease infection, instructions have been issued that all types of straw 
packing and wrappers which have not been disinfected before use 
must be removed from goods imported into Costa Rica and destroyed 
prior to delivery of the goods to importers. ‘This procedure entails 
considerable delays and also the risk of breakages in the case of 
fragile goods, such as china and glassware.
